Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Examiner and applicant's representative discussed the applicant's available options for continuing the prosecution 
of the instant application in a positive manner after receiving an after final advisory action on June 27, 2005; appeal, 
pre-appeal review and request for continuation were discussed. 

Examiner recommended that the applicant file an RCE and in preparation for the first office action related to the RCE 
the examiner and the applicant's representative work collaboratively to come to an understanding of the disclosed 
invention's potentially allowable subject matter. 

Examiner and applicant's representative specifically discussed several proposed amendments to the overall claims 
that would improve the clarity of the claims and may distinguish the invention over the cited prior art; the proposed 
amendments/revisions including: replacing the phrase "..at least one.." with comprises, comprising or consisting of; 
removing the phrase "configured to"; listing the specific integration areas, business and asset types where appropriate; 
listing the types of business and/or assets types supported by the invention and canceling/amending claims to "A 
database for" since databases are more commonly part of a system/method. 

Examiner and applicant's representative further discussed the need to make the various "embodiments" of the 
claimed invention consistent - i.e. recite the same limitations as well as potentially reducing the number of 
embodiments from the currently claimed seven embodiments (apparatus, method, system, computer, database, 
computer program and computer readable medium). 

Examiner and applicant's representative discussed several disclosed features/limitations that if claimed may 
distinguish the invention over the cited prior art including: starting the actual integration of the businesses/assets prior 
to the post sign/closing phase of a merger and acquisition process/project, a framework for managing the entire merger 
and acquisition process (vs, merely developing a project plan) and combining several features into a tool/system for 
managing the merger and acquisition process (search, security, customization, feedback, generating the project based 
on stored assumptions, sub-events, etc.). 

> 

Examiner made it clear that none of the potential revisions/amendments discussed would insure patentability or 
necessarily distinguish the invention over the cited prior art and that the amended claims would be examined for 
patentability and support in their entirety upon the receipt of a properly filed RCE. 

Applicant's representative stated he would review the substance of the conversation with the applicant and prepare 
a draft of the system and method claims for review in the near future.
